The U. T. Junior Vols fought a 
game but losing fight against the 
Bethel College Corporals in the Miss¬ 
issippi Valley Conference champion¬ 
ship game here Friday. Superior ex¬ 
perience, superior weight, and six 
costly fumbles provided the margin of 
victory for the Corporals, as they 
drove to their third successive con¬ 
ference title before the largest crowd 
ever to witness a football game on 
the local field. 

Bethel dew first blood, scoring ear¬ 
ly in the opening period after a Jun¬ 
ior College fumble had given them 
possession of the ball deep in enemy 
territory, and an incomplete pass, 
which was ruled interference, was al¬ 
lowed on the Vols’ ten yard stripe. 
A moment later Brann heaved a pass 
over the goal line into the waiting 
arms of Fields and Hilliard convert¬ 
ed from placement, contributing the 
point which eventually proveu <l}e 
margin of victory. The Vols made 
several determined efforts to over¬ 
come this early lead, but fumbles 
twice turned them back after they 
had driven within the Bethel ten yard 
line. However, in the closing minutes 
of play, after a sustained drive from 
mid-field, Fernstrom plunged over for 
a Volunteer touchdown. Taylor’s at¬ 
tempted placement was blocked, and 
a few minutes later the timekeeper's 
pistol sounded the death knell to 
Tennessee's championship chances. 

Though defeEfTbd, the Vols came 
closer to upsetting the Corporals 
than any Conference team in three 
years. They actually proved them¬ 
selves superior to Bethel in almost 
every department, gaining ten »’ 
downs to Bethel’s six, completing 
six forward passes to Bethel’s two, 
and outpunting the Bethel hooters 
by a good margin. Coach Derryber- 
ry's lads, most of them freshmen, 
displayed the true Tennessee spirit 
and battled their heavier opponents 
to a standstill in a vain attempt to 
wrest the coveted title. But, evidently, 
the football gods deemed otherwise, 
and Bethel came out of the fray with 
a hard-earned victory and a Confer¬ 
ence title.

The 
tinting of the leaves is an attempt 
at protection against the strong in¬ 
tensive rays of the autumn afternoon 
3un as contrasted to the chill of 
morning and night That part which 
:s most exposed to the sun is the 
more s rongly painted The reds and 
the browns are due to one kind of 
coloring matter; the light yellow and 
the orange-colored tints are produced 
by different coloring material. It is; 
the same substance which makes the 
carrot yellow 

Nothing is suddenly produced 
when the leaves begin to fall, which 
has not already been formed. The 
cause is not found in the universal 
cycle of life, neither does the leaf 
follow the mighty downward pull of 
mother earth in order to give back 
that which was taken from her.These 
aie not the causes; they are the re¬ 
sults Trees and shrubs have prepar- 
cil ;hemselves for months for the 
coming loss in leaves, they them-1 
selves have produced, by a certain 
formation within the plant, a parti¬ 
tion, which gradually shuts off the 
leaf from the mother plant. 

The falling of leaves is caused by 
he diminution and the final stop¬ 
page of the flow of sap to the leaves. 
The wilting, the changing to a black, 
brown, yellow and red is not caused 
by freezing but by a drying out. 

The festive garb of the autumnal 
leaf is symbolic of the services which 
the leaf has performed.
